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(54) GREEN TEA LEAF PULVERIZER 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide an apparatus 
capable of pulverizing a green tea leaf in a manner 
comparable to that of a stone mortar and improved in 
efficiency and quality at a low cost. 

SOLUTION: This apparatus for pulverizing a green tea leaf 
comprises a hermetically sealed container 1 having a 
charging port 2 and a takeout port 3, a shaking device 5 for 
shaking the container 1, plural balls housed in the container 
1 and a vacuum producer 4 installed in the takeout port 3. 
Thereby, a high-quality green tea powder having a fine 
particle size can be produced with the apparatus at a low 
cost and the apparatus has effects on an enlarged 
application scope of the pulverized green tea leaf as a food 
material.

[Claim 1] 

A tea-leafs grinder comprising: 
a container which was provided with an entrance slot and output 
port and was sealed; 

an oscillation device which makes this container rock, 
two or more balls accommodated in a container, 
the output port having a vacuum generator.

[Prior art] 

Powdered tea prepared by grinding tea leafs (Tencha) is 
used in beverages or utilized as the material of cooking 
ingredients. Further, tea powder prepared by grinding usual 
tea leafs are ground by mills and the obtained tea powders are 
used as the material of cooking ingredients.

[Object to be solved by the invention] 

According to the method of prepared a powder using a stone 
mortar mentioned in the column of the prior art, particles can 
be obtained. However, the method is not efficient, and stone 
mortars are expensive . Further, pulverization using mills have 
the following problems: When tea leafs are ground with mills, 
it is difficult to obtain fine ground products which can be 
obtained using a stone mill, and tea leafs are subjected to heat 
given off during pulverization, thereby, deteriorate. 
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
